It tins been further stated tliatMr.Ludington 


bought the lands without any cash payment — 
Such Is not the fact. He deposited dnottghr'to 
cover all the payments required by law for the 
issue of his certificate*. And further, his entire 
purchaeo bears tho date of May 1st, thus render- 
nig all the lands purchased by him subject to 
taxation for this year.
